K-State bowl history: a glance at 
1 8 years of postseason football

Preparations are underway and prac- 
tices have resumed, which means K-State 
is going bowUng for the fifth-consecutive 
year. 

Athletic director John Currie an- 
nounced Sunday that the Wildcats (9-3) 
have accepted an invitation to the 2015 
Valero Alamo Bowl in San Antonio, Texas 
against Pac-12 foe No. 15 UCLA (9-3). 

The game will be the 18th bowl game 
in school history and the 16th under head 
coach Bill Snyder, who is 7-8 all-time at 
the helm of the Wildcats in such games. It's 
also the sixth bowl game for K-State in the 
state of Texas , but only the second time at 
the Alamodome. The other came 16 years 
ago when K-State dropped a 37-34 heart- 
breaker to Purdue in the 1998 installment 
of the game. 

K-State will look to capture back-to- 
back bowl wins for just the second time 
in school history after beating Michigan 
in last year's Buffalo Wild Wings Bowl in 
Tempe, Arizona. Prior to that win, K-State 
had not bagged a bowl trophy since 2002 
when it took home the Holiday Bowl 
crown with a 34-27 victory over Arizona 
State. 

The lengthy drought included five 
losses by an average of 13.4 points. Argu- 
ably the two most disappointing games of 
the bunch came during the 2003 and 2012 
seasons, both in the Fiesta Bowl. In 2003, 
K-State fell behind by as much as 21 points 
to Ohio State and then went on a frantic 
comeback before ultimately falling 35-28. 

Two years ago, K-State learned of Or- 
egon's speed the hard way. Current Kan- 
sas City Chiefs running back De' Anthony 
Thomas took the opening kickoff 94 yards 
to give the Ducks a quick 8-0 lead and one 
they would not relinquish. 

The 11-year winless stretch also in- 
cluded a controversial ending to 2010's 
36-34 loss to Syracuse in the Pinstripe 
Bowl. With 1:13 left in the ballgame, for- 
mer K-State wide receiver Adrian Hilburn 
hauled in a 30-yard touchdown to pull the 
Wildcats within two points. However, Hil- 
burn was tagged with a 15-yard excessive 
celebration penalty for saluting the crowd, 
dubbed the "Bronx salute", forcing K-State 
to attempt a two-point try from the 17-yard 
line, which failed. 

K-State had better luck against Syr- 
acuse in the 1997 Fiesta Bowl. Led by 
K-State great Michael Bishop and his 317 
yards and four touchdowns, the Wildcats 
cruised to a comfortable 17-point win over 
Donovan McNabb and the Orangemen. 

That win was a part of a 4-3 K-State 
bowl run in the 1990's after being labeled 
"FutiUty U" by Sports Illustrated prior to 
the hire of Snyder in 1989. K-State cap- 
tured two Holiday Bowl victories during

that time and a 52-17-blowout victory over 
Wyoming in the 1993 Copper Bowl. 

K-State lost to Syracuse a second time 
in the 2001 Insight Bowl before rebound- 
ing against the Sun Devils a year later. 

The program's only bowl appearance 
prior to Snyder came in 1982 with the In- 
dependence Bowl. K-State fell to Wiscon- 
sin 14-3 in that game with Jim Dickey on 
the sidelines as the head coach and his son, 
Darrell, on the field as the Wildcats' start- 
ing quarterback. 

The payout for the 1982 Indepen- 
dence Bowl was $600,000. Meanwhile, 



the payout for the 2012 Fiesta Bowl was 
$17,000,000 per team. 

The economics have changed, but 
K-State 's presence in postseason college 
football has been consistent from the pro- 
gram's first bowl appearance to this year's 
Valero Alamo Bowl. 

This year's senior class had a chance to 
make history by winning two Big 12 cham- 
pionships during their time at K-State. That 
dream fell to Baylor last weekend, but re- 
demption can come with back-to-back 
bowl wins against UCLA on Jan. 2 in San 
Antonio. 



UCLA looks for high note on underachieving season

Similar to K-State, 
UCLA also had aspirations 
of a national championship 
this season. However, the 
Bruins were thought to be 
much closer at the start of 
the season due to the return 
of junior quarterback Brett 
Hundley. 

Of the three games they 
played against ranked oppo- 
nents, UCLA played three of 
them in the home confines 
of the Rose Bowl. They also 
put together a non-confer- 
ence slate that positively 
added to their resume, in- 
cluding teams such as Tex- 
as and against known teams 
such as Texas and Virginia. 

Unfortunately for the 
Bruins, things didn't go as 
planned. Like every other 
school other than the four 
that made the playoffs, one 
thing or another led to the 
demise of of their champi- 
onship hopes. 

The season started out 
on a high note for the Bru- 
ins, who went through their 
non-conference schedule 
without a hitch, includ- 
ing a hard fought win in 
AT&T stadium against an 
upset-minded Longhorns 
squad. In the next game and 
their first Pac-12 game, the 
Bruins steam-rolled No. 15 
Arizona State, pouring 62 
points on the Sun Devils. 

The first setback for 
UCLA occurred against 
Utah. The program saw two-

game winning field goals go 
wide-right as time expired, 
giving the Utes a victory. 

In a that could have 
given UCLA momentum, 
then ranked No. 12 Oregon 
managed to down the Bru- 
ins easily and almost com- 
pletely killed the hope of a 
national championship berth 
for the two-loss squad. 

The last major hurdle 
for the Bruins came in the 
last regular week of the reg- 
ular season. They needed a 
victory against Stanford to 
earn a Pac-12 championship 
berth and a shot to possibly 



sneak into consideration for 
the College Football Play- 
off. It was not meant to be 
for the Bruins as Cardinal 
quarterback Kevin Hogan 
threw three touchdown pass- 
es in the dismantling of head 
coach Jim Mora's squad. 

The success of the Bru- 
ins has been aided by the 
play of Hundley. Expec- 
tations are that he'll leave 
school early for the NFL 
draft and he is projected to 
be one of the top quarter- 
backs in the draft class. 

Hundley has proven to 
be one of the best quarter- 



backs to come through the 
UCLA. As the first five-star 
quarterback prospect to suit 
up in Bruin gold and blue, 
he has etched himself into 
the school's record books 
through an illustrious three- 
year career. 

The junior has set the 
all-time records in career 
total offense and passing 
touchdowns and has thrown 
for at least 3 ,000 yards in the 
last three seasons, topping 
out at 3,745 passing yards 
during his freshman season. 

What makes Hundley 
special isn't just his arm, but

He 
is the second-leading rusher 
for the Bruins, rushing for 
548 yards and a team-lead- 
ing eight touchdowns on the 
ground. 

The rushing stat puts 
him ahead of K-State 's lead- 
ing rusher, Charles Jones. 
The sophomore has 521 
yards and 13 touchdowns. 

Hundley is also having 
the best season of his career 
when it comes to his deci- 
sion making, only throwing 
five interceptions along with 
21 touchdown passes. 

He isn't the only threat 
the the Bruins have in the 
backfield as they also pos- 
sess the Pac-12's leading 
rusher, sophomore speedster 



Paul Perkins. At 5-foot-ll, 
Perkins has rushed for 1,378 
yards, which is nearly as 
much as the Wildcats' top 
three rushers combined. 

While it sometimes 
stalls, the Bruins offense is 
one of the nation's best in 
production, with 5,615 total 
yards and 467.9 yards per 
game. 

The Bruins are the third 
best team in the Pac-12, al- 
lowing 401 total yards each 
game. The team is anchored 
by senior linebacker Eric 
Kenricks, who was just hon- 
ored with the Butkus Award, 
the annual award given the 
best linebacker in the nation. 
Kendricks has amassed 139 
tackles, including a confer- 
ence leading 96 solo-tack- 
les.

When "Stand up for 
the Champions" is played 
on Saturdays, these players 
understand that a champion 
isn't a title.

One hurdle remains for 
K-State and it's in the form 
of head coach Jim Mora and 
UCLA. 

It is a storied program 
with a tradition that goes back 
a long time. The Bruins were 
picked by some to make a 
appearance in the inaugural 
College Football Playoff and 
they vastly underachieved. 

The Wildcats, by some 
accounts, overachieved. 

That is what this team 
has been made of though. 
They have an overachieving 
work ethic with a chance to 
do something very special that 
K-State has done only once 
in winning back-to-back bowl 
games. 

The Wildcats did it in the 
1999 and 2000 seasons, but 
now this team has their chance 
to leave their own legacy. 

Sure, they were never 
the best, but they didn't need 
to be. They got the job done. 
Because that's what they do.

It has been 16 years since 
K-State last traveled to the Alamo 
Bowl and those in charge of co- 
ordinating the trip are excited for 
what's in store for those traveling 
to San Antonio. 

"It's a better place to go for 
traveling K-Stater's," Chris Gart- 
ner, head of the K-State Alumni 
Association chapter in San Anto- 
nio, said. "It's a lot more fun in 
San Antonio than in the middle 
of the (Dallas-Fort Worth) metro- 
plex. There is a lot more for the 
team to do. It's not Jerry's World, 
but the Alamodome is still a really 
nice location and nice venue. To 
some extent, it's a better destina- 
tion, but it doesn't have quite the 
prestige of the Cotton Bowl. It's a 
pretty good plan B ." 

Gartner, '77 alumnus in civil 
engineering, leads an active chap- 
ter of over 1,000 media in the San 
Antonio area. They hold watch 
parties for football and basket- 
ball games and also host parties 
throughout the year. 

"I had a sneaking suspicion for 
some time that we would probably 
be slotted into the Alamo Bowl," 
Gartner said. "We switched out of 
the Christmas party and this will 
serve as that this year. We have a 
very active group of local alums 
that love K-State and we're excit- 
ed to host the 'Cats down here." 

Overall, the state of Texas has 
just over 12,400 alumni and Alum- 
ni Association president Amy But- 
ton-Renz is excited to help host 
K-State fans in the third-biggest 
state of alumni. 

"We have a very active alumni 
club in San Antonio," Button-Renz 
said. "In addition to that we have

an active club in Dallas/Fort Worth 
and in Houston and several other 
locations. We know that there is a 
lot of excitement from our alumni 
that reside in the state of Texas." 

In following past bowl tradi- 
tion, Button-Renz and her office 
are in the process of preparing a 
pep rally the day before the game. 
Through two of the last three 



years, K-State has seen roughly 
15,000-20,000 fans attend these 
events and the group is expecting a 
large crowd for this year's edition 
of the event. 

"One of our biggest challeng- 
es is always having a location large 
enough to handle Wildcat nation," 
Button-Renz said. "We travel so 
well and everyone is always excit- 



ed. The pep rally is a highlight be- 
cause they get to hear from Coach 
Snyder and the captains. The en- 
tire team and the coaching staff is 
present and that makes that event 
pretty special." 

Gartner said that few mem- 
bers of his alumni group get to 
make it to Manhattan for games 
and they're extremely excited to 
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see head coach Bill Snyder and his 
2014-15 team in action on Jan. 2. 

"We're proud to be represent- 
ed by him and the guys that wear 
the Powercat on their helmets," 
Gartner said. "We're very proud 
of the team and the effort they put 
into it and we're extremely tickled 
to get to see them (in San Anto- 
nio).

When K-State travels to 
San Antonio to play UCLA 
on Jan. 2, Wildcat fans are 
always welcome to cheer on 
their home team. However, if 
you're planning to make the 
trip to the popular south Tex- 
as destination, stay an extra 
few days and check out these 
sights and attractions in the 
city. 

The Alamo Mission 

This historical sight in 
San Antonio represents the 
history of the Alamo in Tex- 
as, the contains many differ- 
ent options for tours. There 
are many different parts of 
this museum including the 
actual museum building, the 
gift shop, the Alamo plaza 
and the gardens that are lo- 
cated behind the museum. 
For self tours and explora- 
tion of the grounds, the cost 
is free. However according 
to the Alamo website, there 
are audio tours and docent 
tours that will cost some ex- 
tra money. 

The website also talks 
about how the museum build- 
ing was originally meant to 
be a church for the Spanish, 
but it never went through 
completed construction. The 



building was at the center 
of the battle of the Alamo, 
therefore making it a pre- 
served historical monument. 

The River Walk 

The River Walk, a series 
of shops, hotels and restau- 
rants that surround a wind- 
ing river, is a unique San 
Antonio feature and has an 
array of different activities. 
Around the area is an indoor 
mall as well as a series of 
individually scattered shops 
throughout downtown dis- 
trict. There are also several 
restaurants, many of which 
have outdoor seating in order 
for people to fully get the ex- 
perience and atmosphere of 
the river being just a few feet 
from their table. 

Another option for the 
River Walk is a boat tour. 
While this not free, the rid- 
er gets a full boat tour with 
a guide sharing stories of the 
walk in addition to pointing 
out popular tourist destina- 
tions on the river. Also, a 
special event takes place this 
time of year: the entire Riv- 
er Walk will be covered with 
Christmas lights, making it 
a must-see tourist location. 
According to the Visit San 
Antonio website, these lights 
will be up until Jan. 6. 

SeaWorld 

SeaWorld will be open 
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this time of year. In fact, the 
theme park has many differ- 
ent holiday-themed whale 
shows for festive visitors. 
Because of the cold weather, 
the park will also serve hot 
chocolate and candy canes. 

To add to the festive 
mood, SeaWorld will also 
have their Christmas lights 
still up and available for all 
visitors to look at. According 
to the Visit San Antonio web- 
site, this theme of holiday 
festivities with be happening 
until Jan. 4. 

Ripley's Believe it Or 
Not Museum 

Believe it or not, San 
Antonio has a Ripley's mu- 
seum. This museum contains 
several attractions that illus- 
trate some of the Ripley's 
Believe it or Not records 
as well as several additions 
and models. The museum is 
$20.99 for one adult ticket 
and $12.99 for a child ticket, 
according to their website. 
The museum has "over 500 
exhibits and artifacts" and 
also three stories of these at- 
tractions. 

Six Flags Fiesta Texas 

Six Flags is a chain 
amusement park that will be 
open all of December until 
Jan. 4. The park will be cel- 
ebrating the holidays with 
Holiday in the Park through 
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The River Walk is a popular destination for locals and tourists in San Antonio.
